EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

3. The application has been amended as follows: 

In claim 1 , line 3, change "receiving a signal, the signal" to -storing an incoming 
media stream on a first memory storage, the incoming media stream--. 
In claim 1 , line 6, change "first" to -second--. 

In claim 1 , lines 20-21 , change "storage device" to -third memory storage-. 

In claim 1 1 , line 3, change "receiving" to -storing incoming programming data on 
a first memory storage, the-. 

In claim 1 1 , line 4, change "program" to -television broadcast-. 

In claim 1 1 , line 5, change "receiving" to -storing-. 

In claim 1 1 , line 6, change "segments" to -segments on a second memory 
storage-. 

In claim 1 1 , line 1 2, add a semicolon at the end of the line. 

In claim 1 1 , line 16, change "program" to -television broadcast-. 
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In claim 1 1 , line 20, change "program" to -television broadcast--. 

In claim 1 1 , line 20, change "storage device" to -third memory storage-. 

In claim 37, line 1 1 , change "signal" to -stream-. 

In claim 37, line 12, change "signal" to -stream-. 

Reasons for Allowance 
4. Claims 1,4, 7-8, 10-11, 13-15, 17-20, 37-38, 40, 42-43, 45-46, 48-49, and 52 are 
allowed. 



5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

As for claims 1,11, and 37, the prior art of record to Akiyama (CA 2387386) teaches 
replacing an advertisement with a replacement advertisement based on the user's 
profile. Reynolds (7020888) teaches animated video content which a user can 
interact with. Blackketter (7159232) teaches determining whether a replacement 
segment has ended, and if not, storing the resumed program from a beginning point, 
and displaying the program from the beginning point once the replacement segment 
is over. Haas (2002/0063714) teaches displaying a menu to allow a user to modify 
an object displayed. Zigmond (6698020) teaches storing user interaction history 
with an ad as part of the user profile and automatically applying the previous user 
interaction selection to a subsequent ad. However, the prior art fails to teach or 
suggest determining whether the television broadcast program has resumed after 
end of the television broadcast advertisement, and retaining the viewer selection of 
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the at least one modification to the first replacement advertising segment as part of 
the viewer profile.
